TALKS REDUCTION IN TARIFF

Sir Joseph Ward Proposes That Bbth
the United States and New
Zealand Reduce Tariff
On Imports.

OYSTER BAY, July 6.-—Following
the luncheon with the President today,
Rir Joseph Werd, premier of New Zea-
land,  practioally admitted that the
fuestion of reciprocity hetween the
United Btates and New Zealand had been
disenmsed, with the President. The
premier said his country was ready to
make a universal 10 per cent reduction
in her tarilf to the United Stafes in
return for a like concession and is pre-
pared to muke such a treaty binding
without the action of parliament. If a
universal reduction s too brosd New
Zealand will be satisfied with a reduction
in certain articles such as pine lumber
of certain grades, canned salmon, and
many Kimds of manufactured goods, and
in return would ask a reduetion on wool
entering this country and gums used in
the manufacture of varnish and other
products of New Zealand.

done that few seemed to know that any
such action had ever been instituted,

PAY THER LOSSES

P | Insurance Companies Will Pay

Immense Amount.

MORE THAN  $100,000,000

Taking Settlements Thus Far Made As
Baals, Over One Hundred Million
Will Be Paid to the Fire
Losers in Frisco.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 6.—The Call
says today:

One hundred and sixty-six settlements
that have been made by fire insurance
companies indicate that in the business
section of San Franciseo more than
$100.000,000 will be paid in coin to fire
losers on the face of the adjustments
nmde on Josses that have already come
before committees. The average ad-
justed loss in the 166 instances mention-
ed is $84,325, the total payments being
$14.000,000, The sound value of 166
properties is given at §19,000,000 by the
adjustors, Consequently the reduction
for earthquake damage and for all other
causes in the adjustments is £5,000,000,

These figures are supplied by an en-
tirely competent authority. The large
sum’ of £100,000.000 for pending and
effected settlements is an estimate vpon
the averages already noted,

| NEW YORK. July 6.—Sir Joseph G.

terday in course of am extended inter-
view, what action would be taken in

New Zealand if an ice company increased

the price of the commodity to consumers

te obtain more than a reasonable profit?
he maid:

“Tha solution of that problem fs
simple. If any man or company should
buy up all the ice plants. control the
supply of ice on hand and then push up
the price to consumers, we would imme-
diately build ice plants and give the
peaple all the ice they wanted at a
small price, and a fair profit. We bad &
similar condition arise at home in the
coal industry. and we put it down
quitkly.”

When the question of government
regalation of milroads was snggested,
Sir Jdoseph said that regulation to eon-
trol railroads and other great aggregs-
tions of wealth which oppressed the
massés would have to be drastis to be
effective, He suggested as a remedy ex-
tensive: publicity obtained by an im-
perial and honest systém of investiga-
tion. Coneérning the operntion of rail-
roads in New Zealand the Premier saids:

“We have the largest per capita of
wealth in New Zealand and we have pro-
portionntely the lowest rate of taxation,
We have the cheapest public nutilities
and probably the most efficient. Our
railroads haul people cheaper than any
other in the world and nowhere are rail-
roads operdted more econontically, Whens
ever wa find that a public utility is
earning more than 3} per cent, we re
duep the charges to the public.”

Sir Joseph made u plea for closer com-

mercial relations between the United

Btates and'this conntry, saying:

“I can wpeitk with the responsibility

of n minister from my country when I

say we are quite prepared to enter upon

a commerclal treaty with the United

States to let you have our wool, of which

we have o surplus, and to take American

products in exchange.

“I would be ready to discuss such u

proposition with gentlemen in respon-

sible positions in this country even bes

andl his balloon from the seu.
